“A Coroner’s Inqueat -was héld yesterday 
evening upon. the. body ‘of Water G. Yan- 
coy, the atonedutter,. who had died from in- 
juries received in a night attack on his bun- 
galoiy, on the morning of 18th instant.: :He 
died on Sunday: night- betwosu cight-and 
nine o'clock, . The Jurors weré~Mesars He 
G, James,‘C; M.Kerr,.and H. A. Leiria, 
- Janies Forater, engineer, sworn, deposes; 
—I have seen the body of deceased, and re- 
cognise it as that of Walter G.: Yancey,’ em- 
ployed by.the. Union Dock Company, aa a 
stouecutter. .On Friday morning, between 
half-past one and two, we first heard an 
alarm,: given: by.a girl and boy whudived 
in‘Yancey’s house. “We heard them shout 
ing, | Have got plenty piloong topside;”
